The farmers made a good cot- 
ton crop, an excellent feed crop, 
raised more and better hogs and 
cattle than usual and 
received 
good prices for their products, In 
many instances more than was ex- 
pected earlier in the season. Their 
income for the year was above 
the average for the past 
few 
years. 
Farm Income Up 
The county produced over 50,000 
bales of cotton which was sold at 
prices ranging from 8.50 to well 
over 9 cents for the bulk of the 
crop. The cotton and seed were 
valued at $2,650,000 and In addi- 
tion the farmers received $1,586,- 
778.66 in government funds for 
compliance with the farm pro- 
gram.

The 
parity payment rates have

FEDERAL OLD AGE 
SECURITY PROGRAM 


EFFECTIVE MONDAY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. !.-<>?)— 
The federal old age security plan, 
rated as the world's largest insur- 
ance system, went into full opera- 
tion today to provide death and 
lifetime 
retirement benefits 
for 
elderly workers, their families and 
survivors. 


Some of the 47,000,000 persona 


covered by the system who are 65 
or older today may begin drawing 
the first monthly benefits of a 
vast project established by con- 
gress in 1935. 
Their retirement will begin to 


count with tho month of January, 
and annuity checks for retired 
workers nad their wives or wid- 
ows over 65 will reach them about 
Feb. 1 and each month thereafter. 
It was estimated 900,000 men, 


women and children would share 
in more than $100,000,000 in old 
age benefits this year. 


The primary benefits for insur- 


ed workers are based on their 
average monthly wage since Jan. 
1, 1037. 
Benefits for wives, wid- 


ows and children consist of frac- 
tional proportions of this sum. 
Wives and children are entitled to 
monthly payments equal to half 
the wage earner's 
benefit, 
and 
widows got three-fourths of tho 
primary sum. 
In the three years of prepara- 
tion for the pay-off, the govern- 
ment has collected In excess of 
$1,400,000,000 In payroll taxes to 
establish a reserve fund. Tho em- 
ploye and 
employer each wore 


taxed 1 per cent on the em- 
ploye's wages.

around 128,300,000,000 kilowatt hours, highest in his- 
tory, and compared with 114,600,000,000 in 1938. 


Production of steel ingots in October and Novem- 


ber at 5,394,000 and 5,463,000 respectively, set consec- 
utive new record monthly highs, eclipsing the 5,286,000- 
ton production mark'for May, 1929, the former top 
figure. 


Motor fuel (gasoline and blended benzol) output 


in 1939 at 596,111,000 barrels was also the biggest in 
history. A year ago it was 556,012,000 barrels.

BABSON PARK, Mass., December 29. — War or 


peace, business in the first half of 1940 will be the best 
for any six months' period since 1929. Jobs, wages, farm 
prices, business profits, and dividends should all turn in 
big gains over a year ago. They should even average 
higher than in the three months' period just closing! At 
the same time no sharp gains are in the cards for either 
taxes or living costs. Considering all factors, therefore, 
I predict that we will come closer to "good times" in 
early 1940 than in any half year since 1929! 


Readers will say that I am going pretty far out on 


the limb with this forecast in view of the troubled and 
uncertain times. War, elections, neutrality, labor, Con- 
gress, taxes—these are just a few of the clouds lower- 
ing over the 1940 horizon. Business men, investors, and 
workers are more confused and worried today than on 
any year-end since the World War. Despite all these un- 
certainties, however, my forecast is not as rash as it at 
first sounds. 


As the curtain rises on 1D40, tho* 


Babsonchart 
Index of 
Business 


will be hovering around 115. To 
be the best first half since 1929, 
business must average 10 to 15 
per cent above the first six months 
of 1939. In terms of the Babson- 
chart Index, that means an aver- 
age of 112. That is a pretty high 
level, but remember that 
busi- 


ness must operate at a high level 
well into the first quarter merely 
to fill orders now on hand. Busi- 
ness could fall back to as low as 
106 on the Babsonchart by June 
and still ring up the best first 
half since 1929 before adjustments 
for population gains. 


Biff First Quarter 


Leaving the "its" and "coulds" 


out of the picture, my forecast 
Is that business will travel at high 
speed in early 1940. The first half 
should average 10 to 15 per cent 
above the same months of 1939. 
It looks now, however, as though 
the trend might turn down from 
current high levels as the months 
•work along. My guess is that ac- 
tivity will be lower early 
next 


summer than it is now. 


I use the word "guess" literally, 


too. Any forecast beyond June 30, 
1940, at this time, is a mere guess. 
No man—not even Hitler or Stalin 
—knows what will happen abroad 
in the second half of next year. 
Add to this world confusion, our 
domestic 
uncertainties, 
particu- 


larly 
the 
presidential 
election. 


Only a crystal-gazer or a fortune- 
teller could aspire to give you an 
answer now to either the war or 
the election. Hence, for the first 
time in two decades I dare not 
make, at the New Year period, a 
specific forecast for more than 
the first half of the coming year. 


Strange as it sounds, right now 


I think there are only two pos- 
sibilities for the second half: (1) 
A rip-roaring boom or (2) a sick- 
ening crash. 
After the nomina- 


tions are in, wo should ho able 
to tell which of t' 
i two develop- 


ments will take place. 
Hence, I 


shall not give renders my defi- 
nite forecasts for jobs, wages, and 
business in the second half of 1940 
until June. 


•In the meanwhile, no one will 


make any money 
by 
worrying 


about late 1940. The 
successful 


people next year will be those who 
take advantage of the great op- 
portunities of the early months. 
For ten years we have waited for 
"good times" to come back. They 
are here now but. nobody seems 
to want 
to do anything about 


them. 
Fears and 
uncertainties 


should be forgotten 
for a few 


months. 
Certainly, anyone who 


la primarily worried about Con- 
gress is fretting unnecessarily. 


Don't Worry About Congress 


Despite the war, 
It 
looks 
as 


though the 1940 session of Con- 
gress would be a typical election- 
year affair. Most Washington ob- 
servers are forecasting a 
brief, 


routine session enlivened only by 
pre-election warm-ups and patri- 
otic tuh-thumplng. No new reform 
or anti-business laws 
passed.

which has a chance Is pro-busi- 
ness, including amendment of the 
(1) Wagner Labor Act, (2) Modi-

election year. You can bet your 
bottom dollar, however, that the 
total share of your Income taken 
by Uncle Sam—counting both in- 
come and hidden taxes—will not 
be a pennv Inss than in 1939.

But,

"frozen," do not Imagine that an 
economy wave Is sweeping Wash- 
ington. It definitely Is not. Farm- 


reckless of any peace-time govern- 
ment anywhere at any time." De- 
spite this record, Mr. Roosevelt is 
still popular with the majority of 
voters.

foreign policy and his mammoth 
defense program.

dustries. In the boomlet of 1936- 
37, the consumers' good industries 
furnished the 
drive. Today 
the 


burden has been shifted .to the 
broad shoulders of such industries 
as steel mills, railway equipment 
shops, and machinery makers. 


For five years we have tried to 


get the heavy industries 
going. 


That's where most of our unem- 
ployment has been. 
So the up- 


swing in these "big businesses" 
will be the sill under jobs In early 
1940. 
Employment in the 
heavy 


industries should Increase, 
but 


there may be some layoffs in cer- 
tain consumer industries. 
As a 


result, total number of jobs 
in 


early 1940 will be 
only 
slightly 


higher than at present. 
No real 


inroads on unemployment are In 
prospect. 
After schools and col- 


leges dump their crop of grad- 
uates on the market next June, 
unemployment may well be higher 
than it is today. 


Higher Payrolls, More Strikes 
Payrolls are another story. They 


should he 20 to 25 per cent bigger 
in the same months of 1939 and 
even moderately higher than at 
present. Wages will be pushed up 
where union pressure is strongest 
while the Wage and Hour Act will 
force 
up weekly income where 


overtime Is concerned. With busi- 
ness riding the crest of the wave, 
it is only logical to expect more 
strikes. I doubt, however, If there 
will be any serious tie-ups such 
as we had In 1937.

Col. Bullock, a 


fromer resident of Corsicana, was 
the guest and one of the speakers 
at the 18th annual Christmas par- 
ty of Battery D at the CCC camp 
dining room Thursday night. 


Other speakers included Major 


John J. Garner, commanding offi- 
cer of the second battalion 
of 


which Battery D is a part; Louis 
C. Molloy, executive 
officer 
on 


Major Garner's staff; Lieut. Jack 
Fulgum( Fort Worth, officer on 
the first battalion 
staff; R. C. 


Jernigin, and T. K. Morris, CCC 
camp 
officials; 
R. W. Knight. 


Chamber of Commerce secretary- 
manager; Capt. Reuben K. Ran- 
sone, CCC camp commander; Sgt. 
Albert V. Kirkland, Sgt. M. K. 
Riley and Greeley Aston. 


Capt. Randolph Robinson, com- 


manding officer of Battery D. was 
master of ceremonies and intro- 
duced the speakers. 


Veterans of Battery. 


Five of the officers and men 


present, all seated at the speak- 
ers' table, had attended the first 
annual 
summer encampment of 


the Texas National Guard in 1922 
in Fort Sill. They included Major 
Garner, Capt. Robinson, Sgt. Al- 
bert 
Kirkland, 
Sgt. 
Riley 
and 


Greeley Aston. 
Four others pres- 


ent, Col. Bullock, Mr. Molloy, Ma], 
Garner and Sgt. Riley, were the 
only ones present who were mem- 
bers of the original wartime .bat- 
tery. 


Col. Bullock recalled his early 


life in Corsicana and said Corsi- 
cana had long been a military- 
minded city. He said the Garitty 
Rifles were organized prior to tho 
Spanish war, and added that Cor- 
sicana's military spirit was due in 
part to the military 
interest of 


some of the early citizens who 
had fought in Texas' war for In- 
dependence, in the Civil war; ana 
in the Spanish-American 
war. 


The sepaker mentioned 
Roger 


Q. Mills, who commanded a Tex- 
as regiment in the Civil war, Capt. 
Garitty, who had a distinguished 
record 
In the 
Civil war; 
and 


George Carr, a distinguished ar- 
tilleryman. 


"To the Spanish-American war," 


Col. Bullock continued, "Corsica-

within the last year or two," he 
said, "and. no one knows when or 
where it will happen again." 


The battalion commander said

IN I940JAMPAIGN 


JOHN N. GARNER AND W. LEE 


O'DANIEL TO HOLD SPOT- 


LIGHT NEXT YEAR

The nation's political eyes 
in 1940 will be on Texas for 
two reasons. One reason is 
John N. Garner; the other 
is W. Lee O'Daniel. • 


The country will be in- 


terested 
in whether Vice 


President Garner, native 
Texan, 


wins the democratic 
nomination 


for president, and then, if he Is 
nominated, the presidency. There 
likewise will be nation-wide In- 
terest in whether Governor O'Dan- 
iel decides to seek another two- 
year term, and, if he does, whether 
he will be re-elected. 


Garner's campaign 
will be of 


extraordinary interest to 
Texans 


because he is the first resident of 
this state generally acknowledged 
to be a serious 
contender 
for 


president. 


In addition to the Garner-O'Dan- 


icl political interests, 1940 
will 


bring many others as an 
esti- 


mated 20,000 persons 
runs 
for 


other national and state 
offices, 


from United States senator 
to 


constable. 


United States Senator Tom Con- 


nally is expected to ask another 
term of six years. 
All 21 mem- 


bers of the Texas representation 
in the national house will be up 
again. 


Other High State Offices. 


High state offices 
other than 


the governorship to be filled in- 
clude those of attorney general, 
lieutenant-governor, one place on 
the railroad commission, 
comp- 


troller, treasurer, 
land 
commis- 


sioner, superintendent of public 
instruction, commissioner of agri- 
culture, 150 state 
representatives, 


16 state senators, one 
associate 


justice of the supreme court, one 
judge of the court of criminal ap- 
peals and various members of the 
11 courts of civil appeals. 


Soon political activity, 
already 


noted, will be greatly accelerated, 
and will gain momentum until the 
first democratic primary July 27. 
There really will be hardly a lull, 
politically 
speaking, 
throughout 


1940, 
because after the first pri- 


mary will come the second, Aug- 
ust 24, which may be important, 
and thereafter the general elec- 
tion November 4. 
In December 


plans will be shaping for the in- 
auguration of a governor and the 
convening of a general session of 
the legislature. 
There might be 


gripping, red-hot news of a Texan 
elected president. 


January Important Month 


January will be an important 


political month in the new year 
On January 8 democratic stalwarts 
in Texas will join those in other 
states in holding Jackson day din- 
ners, the purpose of which is to 
raise money for the party war 
chest and enthusiasm for the na- 
tional campaign. 
It would not be 


surprising if important announce- 
ments for state office were made. 
The last day of the month Is the 
final day on which poll taxes, a 
qualification for voting in Texas, 
may be paid. 


The formal business of choosing 


delegates to the state presidential 
nominating 
conventions — demo- 


crats, republicans and whatnot— 
begins with precinct conventions 
May 4. 
County conventions will 


follow May 7 and state May 28. 


Only the democratic party will 


choose candidates for state offices 
by primaries; other parties 
will 


utilize the convention method. 


Will Texas' 46 delegates to the 


national 
nominating 
convention 


be pledged to Garner? Consensus 
among veteran Austin political ob- 
servers is that they will, unless 
President Roosevelt announces for 
a third term and a bitter 
Roose- 


velt-Garner controversy
